Subject: “AN INTIMATE VIEW OF 
OREGON'S NORTH COAST 


Herewith, our holiday gift to the members 
of the Academy. The program differs from our 
usual format but we are confident it will de- 
light the eye and assuage the ear. Oregon’s 
rainy climate creates a complex and varied en- 
vironment reflected in the abundant plant 
and animal life for which it is renowned. Mr. 
Cronin’s discriminating eye has captured the 
variety, in color slides, in the spectacular 
coastline and rocky headlands and clean sandy 
beaches, as well as the rugged coastal peaks, 
lush rain forests and broad river valleys. Giant 
Sitka Spruce and Douglas Fir trees, thick car- 
pets of moss, shrubs, flowers and fungi are 
seen from a broad, faraway view and then in 
intimate closeups with the many inhabitants 
of the ecosystems that make up the commu- 
nities. Mr. Cronin has organized his program 
for a motion picture-like effect scored with a 
background of Beethoven’s ‘Pastoral Sym- 
phony”. 

The son of Oregon pioneers, Mr. Cronin is 
Oregon educated, devoted to his spartan life 
in the wilderness, farms for sustenance, is a 
self-educated ‘biologist, and a fine photog- 
rapher as attested by the beauty captured on 
film. He has been a football player, a long- 
distance runner, sports coach (including rug- 
by), sews for himself, cooks (having won four 
ribbons in two years at the Tillamook County 
Fair for his pie baking), and is devoted to 
music (Beethoven and Mozart being favorites). 


Self-sufficiency have long been his watch- 
words and through his camera lens we share 
the unique rapport between him and the quiet 
world in which he lives.

SPECIAL EVENT 


“THE SERENGETI LION”, an evening of film 
and commentary with Dr. George Schaller, 
will be presented one time only on Thursday 
evening January 8 from 8:00-9:30 p.m. in Mor- 
rison Auditorium. Admission is by advance 
mail registration only, directed to the CAS’ 
Education Office. Tickets are $4.00 for all. 

Dr. Schaller, zoologist, anthropologist, nat- 
uralist, has, for many years, been studying ani- 
mals in their natural environment, emphasiz- 
ing particularly the large predators and species 
threatened with extinction. In his presentation 
he is mainly concerned with the effect of 
predation among prey animals in Serengeti 
Park. It is evident from Dr. Schaller’s major 
field projects where his kinship lies: 1959- 
1960, study of gorillas, Congo (Zaire); 1963- 
1965, study of tigers and other Indian wildlife, 
India; 1966-1969, study of lions, Tanzania; and 
1972-1975, study of high-altitude Himalayan 
mammals, Nepal and Pakistan. 

His book, “‘The Serengeti Lion’’, was winner 
of the 1972 National Book Award. Currently, 
Dr. Schaller is Coordinator, Center for Field 
Biology and Conservation, New York Zoologi- 
cal Society; and Adjunct Associate Professor, 
Rockefeller University. 

This unusual event is co-sponsored by the 
Academy and by the L. S. B. Leakey Founda- 
tion. 


Vlews and Notes 


Announcement has been made by the 
Board of Trustees of the election of Dr. Lincoln 
Constance as President of the Academy, suc- 
ceeding Dr. lan Campbell. Dr. Constance has 
been a long-term Professor of Botany at the 
University of California, Berkeley. He has been 


a Fellow of the Academy since 1952 and a 
member of the Board since 1970. Concur- 
rently, announcement was made of the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Richard H. Jahns as Vice 
President. Dr. Jahns is with the Department of 
Geology, Stanford, and has been a Fellow of 
the Academy since 1965 and a member of the 
Board since 1971. 


The Fellows’ Medal, 
the highest honor bestowed by the CAS, has 
been awarded this year to Dr. Frits W. Went, 
Distinguished Professor of Botany at the Des- 
ert Research Institute, University of Nevada 
System, Reno. Bestowal represents exceptional 
contributions to the world of science, and as 
an internationally renowned botanist, Dr. 
Went is highly deserving. He is a plant physi- 
ologist who saw extensive scientific service in 
Java, became a Professor at the California In- 
stitute of Technology, Director of the St. Louis 
Missouri Botanical Garden, a Professor of 
Botany, Washington University (St. Louis) and 
has held his present position in Reno since 
1965. 


This paragraph could be titled 
“How High the Type Specimen” for it con- 
cerns a gift to the Department of Entomology 
of unique jumping spiders (family Salticidae) 
collected by Dr. Lawrence W. Swan in the 
Barun Valley in the Himalayas at 17,500 and 
19,500 feet elevation, and that, as of now, is 
from as high a place as a spider has ever been 
recovered. Dr. Swan, Professor of Biology at 
San Francisco State University and a Research 
Associate of the Academy, was a member of 
the American Himalayan Expedition to Makalu 
in 1954. In 1924, Major R. W. G. Hingston col- 
lected salticids at 22,000 feet but these are 
unidentified immature specimens. 

The new species was named Euophrys om- 
nisuperstes and described by F. R. Wanless of 
the British Museum. The name omnisuperstes 
means “standing above all’’ — truly appropri- 
ate for creatures living at the highest altitudes 
in the world. Now, the CAS has the “highest’’ 
plant and animal of the world in its collection, 
both collected by Dr. Swan. 

For those who may not be aware, a type 
specimen is a specimen or individual on which 
the original scientific description of a given 
species or subspecies is based.
